‘THE PARROT'S ANNUITY. 


Nine counsels, including three K.C,'s, were 
occupied: last month, in.the Chancery Division 
(London), with the question whether a parrot 
was entitled to keep its annuity: The testatér, 
it' seems, had left.an anauity of £10 to two 
servants, or to the survivorof them, on condition 
that they or she should ‘apply that sum for the 
maintenance. of two dogs and a parrot. Both 
dogs have since died, but the parret lives, and, 
from what we, kuow. of the longevity of such © 
‘birds, is likely to.go on living. Was the £10 
validly reserved for the | ot, and, if so, for 
how long? Certain rivals. for .the “testator's, . . 
property raixed these points; and, ne doubt, it 
does seem hard that £10.29 year should be” 
reserved for a mere parrot. . But it is all right, 
according to-Mr. Justice Neville'a decision. So 
long. ss the parrot and either of. the. servants 


|. sarvive, the £10 must be: paid, and used for 
Polly's benefit. What becomes of the bird when 


the servants are both dead does not appear in 
the report. .One can imagine those jealous.

THE NEW POWER IN. CHINA. 

The story of the likin incident at Foochow 
furnishes foo for reflection. In its original 
conception the boycott did not inflict’ any loss 
on the boycotters, or, at all events, it inflicted 
only an infinitesimally small Joss. The sufferer 
was the boycotted, who fouiid himself practically 
ostracised, But the boycott, asused by thoChiness, 
has boomerang. like power : it causes mainly loss . 
to the persons P ising it. That was not ab- 
solutely trae of the first boycott, namely that 
directed against erican articles, These. 


wore not without rivals in. the marketa of - 


China, and consequently it was only a caso of 
turning from one class of manufactures to an- 
other,’ The second boycott, however, namel: 
that directed against Japan, hurt the Chineso’ 
very palpably, for the marine ~roducta which 
they purchese from the Japane, in very Isrge', 
quantities ‘do not. find any suffi...nt substitute, - 
and thus not only the Chinese dealers in such 
commodities but aleo their Chinese consumers, 
were subjected to heavy loss, and seriously 
inconvenienced, A climax was reachéd in the - 
cageof the third boycott, however.’ There the 
Chinese merchants of Foochow may be ‘said to 
have decided upon committing deliberate suicide 
and slaughtering their foreign confrtres at the 
same time, for the suke of slightly embarrsssing 
the local officials: They declared, in effect, 
that they would cease to carry on the trade 
by which they earned a livelihood, marely 
for the sake of preventing the officials from .
